No. 46—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during April, May and June, 1961 


April 


General—The northward movement of pressure systems in April enabled southern depressions 
to play an important part in the month’s rainfall but the most beneficial source, and one that 
brought splendid opening rains to the agricultural districts, was an extension southward of tropical 
low pressure in the middle of the month. These influences raised the month’s total well above the 
average particularly in the north-eastern wheat belt. 


Southern low pressure extended well northward over the State at times and produced ex- 
cellent rains in the south-west and south-coastal areas, but falls were light inland and it was not 
until the 14th that tropical low pressure brought good rains from the Fortescue southward. 


Anticyclones followed a normal track across the southern part of the State, but nevertheless 
were responsible for subnormal day temperatures over most of the State although night readings 
were slightly above the April mean. 


Rainfall—Splendid falls occurred generally from the Fortescue southward between, the 13th 
and 16th, amounting to four to six inches in the northern and north-eastern wheat belt. Where 
previously southern depressions had caused very light to light falls, at most places in these dis- 
tricts totals were raised several times above the April normal with the advent of tropical low 
pressure over the central areas of the State. Many stations received unprecedented 24-hour 
registrations. 


Southern low pressure had already brought excellent falls to the south-west and south- 
coastal areas and southern districts, so that the combination of southern and tropical low pressure 
resulted in above-average rainfall generally south of the tropics, except for parts of the West and 
East Gascoyne. Totals were many times the April normal in the northern and north-eastern 
wheat areas. 


In the tropics, although the April totals were for the most part below the normal some good 
individual falls were received, exceeding an inch and ranging up to three inches in the Kimberley 
and Fortescue divisions. 


The West and East Gascoyne divisions received more favourable falls, practically the whole 
region reporting above normal totals with recordings of one to two inches. Falls of over three 
inches were reported from a number of station properties. 


Temperature—Day temperatures outside the tropics were below normal during the month 
due, for the most part, to anticyclonic influences which at times extended well over the State. 
Night temperatures on the other hand were above the normal April reading except in the Gas- 
coynes and in the North and Central Coastal districts. 

Maxima in the Kimberleys and De Grey were particularly high in the first half of the period 
when Fitzroy Crossing experienced temperatures of 106° on the 2nd and 108° on the 14th, Wynd- 
ham 102° on several occasions and 103° on the 12th, and Marble Bar 103° on several days and 
104° on the 3rd. 


In the tropics night temperatures were above average except in the Fortescue and high 
readings were reported from Derby where the temperature did not fall below 84° (12° above 
normal) on several days. At Halls Creek the minimum of 84° on the 14th was 21° above the 
normal minimum. At Broome the temperature did not fall below 80° from the 5th until the 
18th and on the 14th a minimum temperature of 84° was experienced, 12° above the April normal. 
The lowest night reading during the month was 38° at Wandering on the 22nd. 


Metropolitan—Rain fell on 16 days and, with a total of 386 points, Perth received the highest 
April rainfall since 1954 and experienced the wettest Easter for 4 years. This brought the total 
rain since the Ist January to 624 points, almost twice the normal. 

Both the daily minimum and the daily maximum temperatures were below normal, the 
highest reading being 80-8° on the 25th as against a normal of 76-1°, while the lowest night tem- 
perature of 45-6° on the 22nd was nearly 12° below normal. 

Although the wind on the whole was moderate during the period and the mean daily run was 
much less than usual, a gust of 50 m.p.h. was recorded on the 20th. 
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May 


General—High pressure was the main weather control during May and on only three occasions 
was the anticyclonic ridge across the State broken to any extent. The first was on the 9th when 
a southern depression formed off the south-west coast and during the next several days extended 
northward over most of the western half of the State south of the tropics. On the 16th a tropical 
trough along the west coast produced good falls of rain in the southern tropics and in the Gascoyne 
districts. Southern low pressure again became active as the trough filled but the system moved 
rapidly across the southern areas and falls of rain, which extended to the lower agricultural dis- 
tricts, were disappointingly light and scattered. 


Rainfall—With the exception of Onslow, where two inches fell in one day, and a few other 
isolated places, mainly pastoral properties in the Fortescue and the West Gascoyne, the rainfall 
in May was below normal throughout the State. 


The best falls were received in parts of the Fortescue, the West Gascoyne and, particularly, 
in the central] west and south-west coastal areas, the latter being due to the passage of southern 
depressions or the prolongation of southern low pressure influences. These latter rains extended 
to a very limited extent to the lower agricultural districts and the whole of the wheat belt was 
anxiously awaiting rain at the end of the month. 


Temperature—With the exception of the East Kimberley and Fortescue divisions maximum 
temperatures were above normal throughout the State during May. In southern parts the mean 
maximum exceeded the normal by as much as 5° and 6° at places and 4° and 5° over a considerable 
area. Minima however were not so marked and most districts, although above normal, showed 
small variations while many closely approximated normal conditions. 


The west and south-west coastal divisions were above normal and in the South Coastal sub- 
division both the night and day temperature readings exceeded the normal by 3° to 4°. 


A few frosts were experienced late in the first week when the temperature fell to 32° at Wan- 
dering on the 6th and 33° at Wandering and Bridgetown on the 9th. 


Metropolitan—With the remainder of the South-West division the metropolitan area experi- 
enced a mild approach toward the winter and both maximum and minimum temperatures were 
above normal during the period. 


The mean of the day temperatures was 3-1° above the average but the minimum was only 
0-4° in excess. 


The main feature in Perth however was the mild nights and for the first time since records 
commenced 64 years ago the May minimum failed to fall below 48-4°. 


Rain fell on only six occasions and totalled 236 points, less than half the normal expectation. 


Although strong winds were experienced on the evening of the 10th, and the early morning 
of the 11th when gusts reached 52 m.p.h., the mean daily wind run of 150 miles was as much as 
40 miles short of the May average. 


June 


General—Between the Ist and 15th southern low pressure operated freely causing general 
rain from the Fortescue division southward and, with the formation from time to time of secondary 
depressions, strong winds to gales over the south-west of the State. Rough to very rough seas 
were experienced on the coast from Shark Bay southward and over the ocean areas to the west 
and south. 


On the 16th there was a sudden change to high pressure control and until the 26th any rain 
that fell was restricted to the south coastal areas. Frosts, severe at times, became a daily feature 
over most of the State south of the tropics. 


There was a second northward surge of southern low pressure on the 26th and rain again fell 
over southern parts of the State between then and the end of the month. 


Rainfall—Deep and, at times, intense southern activity carried rain well northward to the 
Fortescue division in the early part of the month and falls of over an inch were received at pastoral 
properties in this and the Gascoyne divisions with above average totals at a number of places. 


South of the Gascoyne districts all divisions received splendid falls and these extended to the 
eastern wheat belt and goldfields. There were few places in these regions which did not receive 
the normal June rainfall, the exceptions being a large area of the Central Coastal sub-division 
and parts of the central wheat belt. 


Unfortunately the nature of the rain precluded benefit to much of the eastern divisions, the 
northern goldfields and the Eucla division while a large section of the South-Eastern division 
received light falls which were insufficient to bring totals up to the June average. 


Temperatures—Maximum temperatures were above normal in June in all divisions of the 
State and minimum temperatures were also above normal except in the North and West Kim- 
berley. 


These abnormalities were due mainly to the conditions in the first half of the month when 
temperatures in the tropics rose 10° to 15° above normal and several stations exceeded the 
previous highest June temperature on record. 


In southern regions, stations which should, in ordinary circumstances, be reporting frosts 
were experiencing minima 10° to 15° above the June average while maxima were 4° to 6° above 
average. 


With the change in the middle of the period to anticyclonic control, temperatures dropped 
appreciably and frosts were reported over wide areas as far north as Nullagine. These were 
severe at times, the temperature falling to 24°—at Forrest on the 24th and at Wandering on the 
26th. The ground temperature at Corrigin fell to 20° on the 26th. 


Despite the cold nights maximum temperatures in the south-west of the State rose again in 
the third week and many stations reported day temperatures just short of 70°. 


The highest maxima were experienced in the tropics where Talgarno reported 99° (17° above 
normal) on the 12th. 


Metropolitan—tIn common with adjacent areas in the south-west of the State the weather in the 
metropolitan area was most unusual. Both the maximum and minimum temperatures were above 
normal at Perth, falling below the average on only nine days. On three days the temperature 
reached or exceeded 70°. Night readings exceeded the normal on 15 occasions, at times failing 
to fall below 60° while the lowest was 40-6°. 


The nature of the weather pattern provided the second longest dry spell and also the second 
longest wet spell, with 623 points falling on 19 days. Due to the lengthy period of cloudless 
days the number of hours of sunshine during the month exceeded the normal by 33. 


Strong gusty winds at times gave a maximum of 62 m.p.h. on the 6th but on a number of 
occasions heavy gusts exceeding 50 m.p.h. were experienced.

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XVIN--MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 


In Western Australia there is no single authority responsible for the licensing of vehicles. The 
Traffic Branch of the Police Department issues licences in the Metropolitan Traffic Area. which com- 
prises the whole of the Metropolitan Statistical Division and that part of the Swan Division consisting 
of the Shires of Cockburn, Gosnells, Kwinana and Rockingham in their entirety and parts of the Shires 
of Armadale-Kelmscott, Mundaring and Swan. Outside the Metropolitan Traffic Area the Town or 
Shire Council is responsible for the licensing of vehicles in its own district.
